Washington. March 14.
President aud Mrs. McKinley will

leave Washington this evening to at¬
tend ex-President Harrison's funeral.
They will go on the regular 7:45 Penn¬
sylvania train and will be accompanied
only by Dr. Bixey and Secretary Or-
telyou. Tbe party will reach Canton
tomorrow morning, where they will re¬

main until Saturday evening when
they will take a train for Indianapolis,
arriving there in time to attend the
funeral Sunday afternoon. After the
funeral President and Mrs. McKinley
will return to Washington as soon as

possible.
Senators Platt and Depew, of New

York, have withdrawn their objection
to tbe appoinment of Col. William C.
Sänger as Assistant Secretary of War.
They called at the White House this
morning at ten o'clock by appointment
and were at once ushered into the
President's office. They lingered there
only twenty minutes. After tbeir de¬
parture it was officially announced at
the White House that they had with¬
drawn their objection to tbe appoint¬
ment of Col. Sanger "after having gone
over the matter fully with the Secre¬
tary of War." It is understood that
the New York Senators did not recede
from tbeir position without a struggle,
nor until they were promised "some¬
thing equally as good" a· the appoint·
ment. The commissionershlp of pen¬
sions will probably be given them as

balm for their wounded feelings. This
defeat is believed to be only the second
eutlered by Senator Platt. He was

Clayton-Bulwer treaty or until Con¬
gress had acted by aorogating that
treaty. He said that be doubted
wbetber Nicaragua would be willing
to make any new agreement with
tbe United States on a basis differ¬
ent from that outlined in the Hay-
Pauncefote treaty. That treaty was

eminently satisfactory to Nicaragua in¬
asmuch as it provided for the absolute
neutrality of the canai. But it having

Count Boni Attacks Hie Old Enemy.
Paris, March 14..Count Boni De

Castellane slapped his old antazonist,
M. de Rodays, editor of the Figaro, in
the face today and is likely to have to
tight a duel in consequence. The oc¬
casion of the attack by Castellane on
De Rodays was that tbe latter bad in¬
sinuated that Count Boni was the mes¬

senger who went to Paul De Roulede
on the nightof February 22, 1S99, and
asked him what he should do if tbe
Duke of Orleans should appear among
bis friends. Dr. Roulede replied that
he would arrest the Duke, whereupon
Do Roulede's plans for an attempted
coup were promptly disconcerted. M.
De Rodays statement about Castellane
was, in effect, a charge that Castellane
had been treacherous to Da Roulede.
Today Count Bool, accompanied by M.
Morel, editor of the Journal, called up¬
on Rodays and demanded an explana¬
tion Rodays would givo no satisfac¬
tory reply, but showed a disposition to
temporiza. Boni repeated his demand
for an absolute retraction, und when
Rodays continued to temporize Count
Boni slapped him angrily in the ftce
several times. Tbe rest, including
Morel, interfered and prevented tbe
angry Count from inflicting further
punishment on Rodays. I: is now al¬
most certain that there will be an im¬
mediate challenge and a duel.

Penned in a Blazing1 Tenement.
New York, Mar. 14..Three persons

were killed by a fire at No. 270 Atlan¬
tic avenue, Brooklyn, early this morn¬

ing, one being burned and two by
jumping from windows. Three persons
were injured. Tbe tenement was a
veritable death trap. In it more tban
twenty families lived and when the fire
broke out in a bakery shop on the first
floor the tenants were all asleep. They
were awakened by smoke and a wild
nanic ensued. Women and children
were carried down ladders by firemen
and others escaped by the stairway.
Mrs. Madden lived on the fourth floor.
When she awoke her room was filled
with smoke. Sbe groped about in tbe
dark until she came to a window at
which there was no fire (scape and the
woman decided to jump rather than be
oooaamed by the flames. In her de¬
scent she turned once over and then
struck tbe ground on her head. She
was ln»t»ntly killed. On tbe third floor
lived Mrs. Rontio and ber son George.
Flames were all about them when tbey
awoke and the boy dashed through
clouds of smoke and fire to a window
from which he plunged headlong to the
ground. He feli dead near the body of
Mrs. Madden. Mrs. Rontio was burned
to a crisp in her room.

W. W. Blackford, towerman of tbe

Lehigb Valley Railroad at Parkview,
N. J., committed suicide this morning.
He put all the signals on tbe line at
danger before committing the act,
blocking the road completely for all
trains.
A big freight wreck occured near

Lansdowne. Pa., early this morning,
when a freight train crashed into a coal
train. Eogineer Howard Haas was

severely scalded and oonductor Edgar
was so badly hurt tbat his left leg had
to be amputated. A large number of
freight and coal oars were wrecked.

All the principle business bocks of
Ciòver port, Ky., were destroyed by
fire last night, from an explosion of
natural gas. Loss 1600,000 Tbe Ameri¬
can Tobacco Company lost 1,000,000
pounds of tobacco. Five blocks on both
sides of Main street are in ashes. Tbe
Breckioridge Inn and Cloverport Hotel
are in ruins. Two churches were con¬
sumed.
Two robbers made an attempt to rob

tbe National B»nk at Halifax, Pa., to¬
day and when they saw tbat tbe
cashier was bound to frustrate their
efforts they shot bim down. Tbe men

entered tbe bank shortly after the
opening bour and demanded Cashier
Ryan to hand over the contents of tbe
cash drawer. Ryan refused and became
aggressive. One of the men drew a
revolver and fired, and Ryan fell
dangerously wounded. Tbe would-be
assassins tben became frightened and
attempted to escape. Tbey were

captured, however, and are now lodged
in the village jail. Ryan may not
recover. The robbers gave their names
as Henry Rowe and Watson Keiter, of
Lykens.

Althongb the City
Treasurer's salary may be only $1,500
and the cashier's $5,000, w* bave seen
a cabinet position filled in Washington
by a man, who abandoned a professional
life worth a fortune a year for a salary
of $8,000 per year, ai d we bave police¬
men who baye turned tbtdr backs on
two dollars for ten hour»' work for »

salary of $46 per month. Wbj? Be¬
cause the individual imagines that the
office brings distinction and reverence,
and so long as this idea preval- new
offices will be created and new officers
appointed, when the salaries are
taken from a general fund raised by
taxation. An editorial in Monday's
Issue of the Gazette strikes us as a suc-
gestion in the right direction. We can
save for the taxpayers 16.000 per an¬
num by eliminating tbe Corporation
Court, an expensive luxury. We can
save $2 000 by reducing the police
force. We can save $1,000 by abolish¬
ing tbe police board. We can tavn

$1,500 by annihilating the Board of Al¬
dermen. The largest banking estab¬
lishment in tbe country has but one
board of directors and tbe same is true
with regard to all the large business
corporations. A policeman could be
detailed to act as messenger of Council.
It would give bim healthful UMW
Then our new cocsdtothn makers
should give as power to tax real estate

school bouse. Tbe parsonage and other
property should be taxed. A well to
do congregation owns a flO,000 parson¬
age, which is now exempt, while the
poverty strioken congregation, who are
compelled to rent a building for their
pastor, must pay the tax to tbn land¬
lord.
